The con­ 
ference began a t'1 0 o'clock Friday 
morning. 
The wool bill, as agreed upon, will 
be reported to the senate Saturday 
bv Senator LaFollette of Wisconsin 
and to the house by Representative 
I nderwood. These men 
will 
direct 
the course of the bill in those two 
bodies and as the house has the pa 
pers bearing upon the bill that body 
will have to act first. 
Effective October I. 
The bill was so amended as to re­ 
quire that the proposed 
law 
shall 
take effect October I instead of Jan­ 
uary I, as provided in the senate 
and house measure’s. The conferees 
hope to have the report adopted in 
both houses Saturday and the bill 
quickly started on its course to the 
white house, where the president is 
expected to veto it. 
The free list bill was under con­ 
sideration for about fifteen minutes 
but the conflict between the repre­ 
sentatives of the two houses was so 
pronounced that it became necessary 
to postpone action 
until 
Saturday 
afternoon. 
After fixing 29 percent ad valorem 
as the duty on raw wool and chang­ 
ing the wool classification so as to 
conform to the language of the house 
bill, the agreement on other features 
became a matter of detail. At times 
there were sharp differences of opin­ 
ion, but at no time wras a disagree­ 
ment on that measure threatened. 
The change of classification has 
the effect of fixing a flat duty on all 
wools, and while it reduces the rates 
on ordinary wools from 35 percent 
as provided in the senate bill, and 
increases those of 
the 
house 
bill 
from 26 percent, it also increases the 
rates on carpet wools from IO per­ 
cent as provided in the senate bill to 
the 29 percent fixed by the conferees. 
'In most respects the duties on the 
manufactures of wool were increas­ 
ed over the rates of the house bill 
and reduced below those “of 4he sen­ 
ate bill so as to make them corres­ 
pond with the raw wool rate, but in 
some instances they were made high 
er than those of either measure. 
A rate of 29 percent on oils and 
wastes was agreed to, while a rate 
of 34 percent was determined upon 
for combed wool and tops, includ­ 
ing roving and roping, and of 39 per 
cent on yarns.

governing the control of public-ser- 
vfce corporations. 
He stated today 
that California adopted a constitu­ 
tional amendment giving the railroad 
commission of that state general au­ 
thority over all public-service cor­ 
porations. 
The governor of the state, 
he says, will call a special session of 
the legislature to adopt a complete 
code of laws vitalizing this constitu­ 
tional provision, and definitely fixing 
the powers of the railroad commis­ 
sion of California. At present the com 
mission only has authority over rail­ 
roads, interurban lines and express 
companies. Mr. Thelen stated 
today 
that he will recommend that the re­ 
vised code, governing public-service 
corporations be modeled after four 
states—Oklahoma, Wisconsin, Wash­ 
ington and New' York—adopting from 
each state the features of its laws 
which he believes to be the best.
